EIS TS AALS ES 

The Senate, soothed and sustained by 
the presence of the representatives of the 
life insurance companies, yesterday calmly 
ordered to a third reading the bill to trans- 
fer to the taxpayers of the State the burden 
of paying the million dollars of taxes which 
the companies owe. The Senators evidently 
fio not yet realize the odium which is sure to 
attach to this million-dollar tax grab, but 
their constituents will wake up to it when 
the effect is felt in the additional tax levy. 
This Legislature has been very extravagant 
in expenditures and not very successful in 
‘reaching out for new sources of revenue, 
but here is $1,000,000 already due to the 
State Treasury which it proposes to throw 
back to the corporations which do business 
in marble palaces and enable their officers 
to get rich on fifty-thousand-dollar salaries, 
with commissions added. It is a piece of 
prodigality which, if consummated, will be 
longremembered against those who took part 
in it, and they will find it hard toclear them- 
selves from the suspicion that they must 
have profited by it at the expense of their 
constituents. 


The cable railroad scheme was most effect- 
ually and satisfactorily knocked in the head 
and kicked out by the Assembly yesterday. 
A Baker’s dozen of the members, including 
Mo3ry and SmiTH, of this city, voted for it 
to the last. It will be useless to have any 
‘sonference over the remains. It must be a 
sad disappointment to Mr. Baker, of Steu- 
ben, and Mr. GREENE, of Orange, and of sev- 
eral bucolic Senators that their philan- 
thropic purpose of forcing upon New-York 
‘City traveling facilities which it does 
not want has been cruelly defeated.

M. DE FREYCINET has been summoned to 
form a new Cabinet for France. This is 
only another evidence of the essentially do- 
mestic character of the Ministerial crises of 
the republic in these modern days. Itisa 
long timesince a Cabinet has been changed on 
a distinctly European issue. Questions of 
finance or of interior administration de- 
termine the fate of a Ministry, and some- 
times even the downfall of a Cabinet on 
colonial war policy in Madagascar, Ton- 
quin, or elsewhere is at bottom a ques- 
tion of the budget. All this is in one 
sense a token, if not a guarantee, of peace, 
since it shows that France does not rec- 
ognize la revanche as the main question of 
the time. Indeed, the retention by DE 
FREYCINET of BOULANGER as War Min- 
ister could have no sinister significance; 
while, on the other hand, the retirement of 
this famous personage would dispose of the 
theory that he has made himself a necessity 
to the Government. 


One of the noticeable features of the set- 
tlement of England’s claim against Hayti is 
the manner in which the amount originally 
reported to be involved has been scaled 
down. At first it was rumored to be 
$1,000,000; then it was conjectured to be 
$600,000; a day or two ago it had shrunk 
to $250,000, and now it is definitely known 
to be $160,000, of which only $10,000 is to 
be paid down, the rest being forthcoming in 
instalments. This would have been rather 
a small sum for the basis of a serious inter- 
national quarrel, with the seizure of Tor- 
tugas or the bombardment of Port anu Prince 


as a feature. The willingness of England | 


to accept the terms arranged and the actual 
ability of the republic to pay $10,000 in 
cash may givea boom to Haytian credit. 
Meanwhile those persons who were dis- 
tressed lest the Monroe doctrine should re- 
quire the armed intervention of our Govern- 
ment in the matter will be relieved to find 
thatit has been amicably settled by those 
who were more immediately concerned. 


The cowardly and brutal riot in Toronto 
last evening was not needed to show what 
a disgrace to mankind the Orangeman is, 
either onor off hisnativesoil. Mr. O’BRIEN, 
as we have said: before, was ill advised in 
going to Canadato “ show up” its Governor- 
General and to introduce Irish politics. 
Nevertheless, what he has said in public-has 
been moderate, and has not afforded the 
slightest excuse for the ruffianly assault 
made upon him. This was disgraceful not 
only to the champions of the Protestant re- 
ligion who took part in it, but to the munic- 
ipal authorities and especially to the 
police. Lord LANSDOWNE deserves credit 
for bespeaking a fair field for his assailant, 
and especially for having deprecated, when 
it was expressed in words, the spirit which 
has now found ventin actsthat only by a 
happy chance falls short of murder. 


THE COMMISSION AND THE LAW. 
While the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion is not yet prepared to make a final de- 
cision upon any of the numerous applica- 
tions which it has received for the suspen- 
sion of the fourth section of the law in 
special cases, it has sent an important letter 
to one of the applicants giving an outline 
of the policy to be pursued. It endeavors 
to make it understood that it is its purpose, 
as it is its duty, to enforce the’ law accord- 
ing to its intent, and that it has no power to 
suspend the operation of any of its pro- 
visions, whatever opinion it may have of 
their wisdom, which it does not assume to 
question, or of the incidental injuries that 
may result from their enforcement. The 
general purpose of the law must be carried 
out, and it is to be expected that in the proc- 
ess of adjustment to its requirements there 
will be incidental injuries to some interests, 
but itisto be assumed that these will be 
counterbalanced by benefits to others. 

The commission reminds the applicant to 
whom this letter is addressed that the cases 
in which relief is to be granted must be ex- 
ceptional. It must appear that there are 
special and peculiar reasons for granting it 
and not merely such as are of general appli- 
cation. Where there is nothing exceptional 
or special in the case, incidental effects, how- 
ever injurious, cannot be takeninto account. 
There is also a reminder that no final relief 
can be granted until after an investigation 
has been made to determine the exceptional 
character of the case. The commission can- 
not interfere for reasons satisfactory to it- 
self, but only for the purpose of giving the 
law the effect intended byits framers, which 
was to establish a general rule to which ex- 
ceptions can be made only in cases that are 
really exceptional. Many appeals have been 
made on the sole ground that injuries to 
business were apprehended, as if that alone 
were reason for interfering, which the com- 
mission does not conceive it to be. 

Occasion is taken to explain why tem- 
porary orders of suspension have been made 
in the most urgent cases before a complete 
investigation such as would alone justify 
final action. The commission thought that 
in those cases no considerable mischief 
would result from allowing the old system 
to continue for a time, while it would afford 
an opportunity to study that system in 
operation with a view to determining more 
clearly upon cases in which exception from 
the operation of the law would be justified. 
The opportunity for comparison would not 
only be valuable for the commission’s future 
action in enforcing the law, enabling it to 
act with full knowledge, but would be use- 
ful for the suggestions to be made in its 
reports. 

The commission disclaims any power to 
suspend the operation of the fourth section, 
either by a general order or by a series of 
orders which would in time accomplish the 

same result. It must consider the effect 
on other interests than those immediately 
involved in any case. Granting one order 
might have such an effect npon some other 
application as to create the necessity of ex- 
tending the reliefin one case after another 


until the exception became the rule and the 
general purpose of the law was defeated. 

This statement from the commission may 
be taken as a clear indication of its general 
policy, which will be to enforce the rule es- 
tablished by the long and short haul section 
without regard to incidental effects upon 
business, granting relief only in cases 
that are shown to beexceptional, It does 
not give any explanation of its views in 
regard to what may be regarded as “sub- 
stantially similar circumstances and condi- 
tions” of traffic, and could not be expected 
to do so until the question was presented in 
some specific case. Rajlroads may doubt- 
less at their own risk construe the meaning 
of this phrase for themselves, and then the 
question can be brought before the 
commission by complaints based on 
their interpretation of the law. It 
is evident that there is to be no 
such interference with the working of the 
long and short haul prohibition as some of 
the applicants for relief have been antici- 
pating. It will inthe main be left to work 
out its results until it can be seen whether 
its incidental injuries are compensated by 
general benefits such as the advocates of the 
law looked for. Much depends upon the 
good faith of the railroads in endeavoring 
to adjust their business to its requirements. 
If they co-operate to give it its legitimate 
and intended effect it can be ascertained 
whether it is on the whole beneficial. If 
they try to aggravate or exaggerate the in- 
cidental injuries which in many cases will 
inevitably be produced they will only pro- 
long the process and make more difficult the 
task of enforcing the act, but they are not 
likely to be allowed to defeat its purpose 
or effect the repeal of any of its provisions 
until a fair trial of their efficacy has been 
made. 


THE SOUTH AND REFORM. 

It pleases the extreme partisan Republic- 
ans to represent the advent of the Demo- 
cratic Administration as the occasion of a 
wilder and more dangerous hunt for the 
spoils of office than wasever before wit- 
nessed at Washington or throughout the 
country. This is a misrepresentation. A 
very slight knowledge of history would 
be sufficient to show these writers that there 
have been several changes in the Govern- 
ment followed by muth more desperate and 
general office hunting than:was to be no- 
ticed in 1885 or since. They will look in 
vain for any such change in the last half 
certtury that was attended with less of this 
disgusting and demoralizing display. The 
fact is, and it is attested by the evidence of 
many opponents of Mr. CLEVELAND, that 
the rush for office was not nearly so great 
in 1885 as it was in 1881, when the change 
that took place was not one from one party 
to another, but only from one wing to 
another of the same party. ‘‘Stalwart” 
and “half breed” are names not so familiar 
now as they were a half dozen years since, 
but it is within the memory of men in 
active politics that the animosity, jealousy, 
and venomous spirit aroused by the antag- 
onism these names represented were far 
more intense than any passions that were 
developed by the great conflict of 1884. 
Indeed, when Mr. CLEVELAND took his 
office the Republicans who had most bit- 
terly opposed him were far more extreme in 
their hatred of the Republicans who sup- 
ported him than in their hatred of the 
Democrats. 

It is for this reason that the civil service 
reform policy of Mr. CLEVELAND has been 
most reviled by the Republican organs, be- 
cause it was this policy that had won him 
most Republican votes. On the other hand 
this policy has received the most cordial 
and effective support from precisely that 
section of the Democratic Party which the 
Republican organs thought would be most 
opposed to it, namely, from the Democracy 
of the South. The very men who were sup- 
posed to be sure to advance in a solid body 
on Washington clamoring for offices have 
been those that have been most content that 
appointments should be made on merit 
tested by competition and probation. With 
the exception of the independent press of 
the North, nojournals have more clearly 
perceived the advantages of the reform, or 
given it more candid and intelligent sup- 
port than the journals of the South. These 
papers have had ample experience in the 
working of the spoils system; they have the 
sense to see that it would not work any bet- 
ter because the spoils were the fruit of 
Democratic victory. The advocacy of the 
old and bad methods has been left by them 
very generally to the partisan organs of the 
North. Thus, only the other day the New- 
Orleans Picayune—a journal that has as good 
reason as any inthe land to count Repub- 
licanism and rascality as identical—in com- 
menting on the complaints of some of the 
Northern Democratic papers that the Pres- 
ident had not removed enough Republicans 
declared: 

“The policy of an Administration is no more 
determined by the occupants of the minor 
offices of the civil service than the decisions of 
a court are dictated by its clerk. Itis the popular 
will that theroutine businessof the Government 
shall be transacted promptly, correctly, and 
honestly. That end will not be reached by 
merely turning out all the Republicans when a 
Democratic President has been inaugurated or 
by turning out all the Democrats when a Repub- 
lican is at the head of the Government. The 


reverse is more likely to be the result of that 
short and simple method.” 


Referring to the ridiculous charge that 
the President has not carried out “ the will 
of the people,” the Picayune remarks: “ It 
isa great mistake to confound the will of 
the people with the greed of the politicians. 
Mr. CLEVELAND is very popular, which, we 
take it, would not be the case if he were 
really acting in opposition to the popular 
will.” Thisis the whole question of the re- 
form ina nutshell. The President’s popu- 
larity isdue to the fact that he interprets 
the popular*will as the Picayune does, 
** that the routine business of the Govern- 
ment shall be transacted promptly, correct- 
ly, and honestly.” He knows that the mass 
of the American people care absolutely noth- 
ing about: who hold the minor offices; 
that the Republicans as a body are just as 
indifferent as to whether these offices are 
held by Republicans asthe Democrats are 
as to whether they are held by Democrats, 
And he knows that the routine business of 
the Government will be done well just in 
proportion as it is divorced from partisan 
‘politics. Such indications as these, and we 


might multiply them ‘indefinitely, drawn 
from the section where the Democrats are 
most numerous, ought to convince our Re- 
publican friends that they are blundering 
when thev seek to répresent Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND as weakened by his fidelity to reform. 
We cannot suggest any better ground of at- 
tack. That is their own business, but this 
one is badly chosen. 


THE BATTERY PARK. 

Rapid Transit Commissioner E, ELLERY 
ANDERSON, has made the remarkable dis- 
covery that there is no legal prohibition 
against the appropriation by the elevated 
railroads of any portion of the Battery 
Park, or, indeed, of any other park in the 
city, provided they can induce an accom- 
modating commission to lay out their routes 
across the pleasure grounds of the public. 
His reasoning in support of this theory 
would do credit to a Tombs lawyer, but 
would scarcely command attention in any 
of the higher courts. 

The. original prohibition is contained 
in the Rapid Transit act of 1875, which 
authorizes the location of routes through 
“streets, avenues, places, and lands, 
- * * except Broadway and Fifth- 
avenue, * * * and except «such por- 
tions of streets and avennes as are 
legally designated for the main line of, or 
occupied by, an elevated or undergrofind 
railway, in actual operation, and ex- 
cept such as are contained in pub 
lic parks.” Chapter 417 of the 
Laws of 1880 amends the Rapid 
Transit act by expressly forbidding the 
Commissioners to lay out routes in the 
places excepted by the law of 1875, and in 
this the exact words quoted above are used, 
except that the words “places and lands” 
do not occur. 

On the strength of this omission Mr. 
ANDERSON holds that the word ‘“ such” 
refers only to “streets and avenues,” 
and that no prohibition is in force re- 
garding any other portion of the parks. 
It is sufficient answer to this to say that 
the intention of the law of 1880, which 
forms section 1,946 of the Consolidation 
act, is clear, and that any court would con- 
strue the clause in accordance with this in- 
tention, as expressed in the act of 1875. 
Mr. ANDERSON, in his letter to the Mayor, 
admits that it was the intention of the 
Legislature to exclude park lands from oc- 
cupation by the railroads, and in so doing 
practically gives up the fight. Such a 


| puerile attempt to juggle with words might 


be expected from the elevated railroad men 
in their effort to grasp public property, but 
it is scarcely worthy a latvyer of Mr. ANn- 
DERSON’S reputation. 


THE COERCION BILB. 

There is unhappily little doubt of the 
willingness of the House of Commons to 
enact any measure whatever that promises 
to suppress the agitation for home rule in 
Ireland. The Government has abandoned 
all pretense of conciliation or of offering re- 
dress for Irish grievances. That a measure 
will excite general detestation in Ireland 
and that the Irish representatives are all 
opposed to it are, in the Government’s 
view, arguments rather in its favor 
than against it. With the temper of the 
House of Commons what the recent de- 
bates have shown it to be, the pretense that 
Ireland has virtual self-government already 
through her representatives in the Imperial 
Parliament becomes a ghastly mockery. 
The function of the Irish representatives is 
to be gagged whenever an Irish measure is 
introduced and overwhelmingly outvoted 
when it is put upon its passage. 

The Salisbury Ministry has been con- 
victed, in the debate on the Coercion bill, 
of setting aside all principles of common 
law and public justice in order to put down 
any organized resistance to the payment of 
Trish rents. Unfortunately, the English 
Government has solemnly admitted, by the 
Irish Land act, that commercial competi- 
tion cannot be trusted in the fixing of these 
rents. If one man fails to pay his rent, his 
offense is a breach of contract, and the 
remedy of the landlord is a civil, not a 
criminal, process. If a hundred or a thou- 
sand tenants combine in not paying their 
rent, the offense of each is not altered. As 
soon as it is attempted to convert a default 
in an agreement into a crime the attempt 
plunges those who make it into a hundred 
difficulties and absurdities. Some of those 
into which the Conservative Government 
has fallen have been cleverly exposed by 
Mr. GLADSTONE and by Sir WILLIAM VER- 
NON HARCOURT. 

The attempt to repress “‘ boycotting” by 
statute is one of the features of the Coercion 
bill which is calculated to give its authors 
trouble. Boycotting is always a weapon of 
war, and generally a very mean and unfair 
weapon. It has been to a considerable ex- 
tent used in this country in disputes be- 
tween employers and employed. There has 
been comparatively little difficulty in deal- 
ing with it here. The essence of the offense, 
as we know it, is conspiring to injure a 
man’s lawful business by attempts to in- 
duce or compel his customers to avoid deal- 
ing with him. This is punishable at com- 
mon law and under the statutes of several 
States, including the State of New-York. 
But a mere failure to pay debts does not 
constitute this crime, nor can it be 
made a crime at all except in coun- 
tries in which imprisonment for debt 
is still lawful. The risk that the 
rent may not be collectable is one that 
the landlord takes in every country when 
he lets his land, and there is no reason why 
landlords in Ireland should be protected 
against this risk any more than landlords in 
any other country. The amendment of Sir 
WILLIAM VERNON HARCOURT was meant to 
put the rights of Irish tenants in reference 
to combinations upon thesame footing with 
the rights of workmen in reference to trades 
unions. Tothat there can be no valid ob- 
jection. Upon being challenged by Mr. 
GLADSTONE both the Chief Secretary for 
Treland and the Attorney-General declared 
that it was impossible to define before- 
hand what would constitute the offense of 
boycotting within the meaning of the act. 
In that case the subject is not one for 
criminal law. <A penal statute aimed at 
an undefined offense and construed by the 
agents of the Government which enacted 
it against the people of another country is 


as ample a measure of persecution as any 
despot could desire. The Czar of Russia 
could not object to such a measure of con- 
stitutional government as left him in the 
possession of this means of pursuing his 
enemies. The defeat of Sir WILLIAM Har- 
COURT’s amendment, which was secured by a 
vote of 242 to 180, is the most outrageously 
oppressive act done by the present Parlia- 
ment. Itis evident that the Government 
is seriously embarrassed in its crusade of 
coercion by the absence of Irish outrages 
which would serve as a decent protest for 
such a crusade. If the Coercion bill passes, 
and is enforced in the spirit in which it 
was framed, that embarrassment will not 
continue. There will be outrages enough 
to satisfy the most exacting Tory. 

PT A EA CO DTS PLY 
WANDERING WRECKS AT SEA. 
The North Atlantic Pilot Chart for May 

shows that fourteen wrecks lie in or near 
the pathway of coasting vessels between 
Portland and Cape Hatteras, while there 
are no less than sixteen of these “ dere- 
licts” on the route followed by the great 
transatlantic steamships. These wrecks 
should be destroyed. One waterlogged 
“derelict,” driven here and there by winds 
and currenta, threatens the safety of many 
vessels, and losses due to the presence of 
these wanderers in the pathways of com- 
merce are frequently reported. 

Abandoned wrecks do not speedily disap- 
pear and become harmless. With singular 
perversity they defy the tooth of time, and 
even when buffeted about in midocean may 
resist for months and years the forces of 
disintegration. The schooner Twenty-one 
Friends was abandoned off the coast of Vir- 
ginia on March 24, 1885, and on Oct. 20 of 
that year the waterlogged hulk was sight- 
ed about 300 miles west of the south coast 
of Ireland. Two months later it was 
seen 100 miles north of Cape Finis- 
terre, having apparently drifted at right 
angles with the direction of the prevailing 
currents. In ten months this wreck tray- 
eled 3,300 miles. The schooner Maggie M. 
Riwers, abandoned off Cape Hatteras in 
January, 1884, was driven across the Gulf 
Stream, and afterward was reported many 
times as lying in the path of vessels coming 
to this port from the equator. Not until 
November of that year was this wanderer 
caught and towed to Bermuda, and then the 
duty was performed by a British man-of- 
war. For nine months this hulk was drift- 
ing in the track of commerce, where it 
could have been reached in two days by-one 
of our naval vessels. 

The Hydrographic Office has continually 
done good service by locating such wrecks 
as nearly as possible upon its monthly pilot 
charts, and it has also urged in its annual 
reports that our Government should pro- 
vide for the prompt removal of these ob- 
structions. In his last annual report the 
Hydrographer, Commander BARTLETT, sug- 
gested that a small steamer should be fitted 
out forthe work of blowing up wrecks along 
the coast, and should be used in this service 
throughont the season when the wrecks are 
most numerous. ‘They are sufficiently 
numerous at all times, unfortunately,” said 
he, “ to justify the detailing of a ship for the 
especial purpose of removing them.” His 
report also contained the following: 


“In view of the immense number of derelicts 
floating about the ocean it is suggested that the 
[Navy] Department take the initiative in asking 
for an juternational convention, the object of 
which would be to assign different portions of 
the ocean to each maritime nation. Each would 
then patrol its own portion for the purpose of 
towing in or destroying all floating obstacles, 
Frequent reports are received of ships running 
into these derelicts, and the number lost from 
this cause may be considerable. If shipmasters 
felt that every attempt was being made by civil- 
ized Governments to clear the ocean of these 
dangers their anxieties, which are sufficiently 
great from purely natural causes, would be ma- 
terially relieved.” 


Some work in response to the first sugges- 
tion has been done by the Navy Depart- 
ment, but it is very plain that a great deal 
more ought to be done, and that the depart- 
ment should be enabled by legislation to 
maintain a small vessel continuously in this 
service. As for the second suggestion, it 
seems to us to be one that deserves favora- 
ble consideration in the department and in 
Congress. 

The multiplication of electric wires over- 
head would bea public nuisance. That is 
the only point that can fairly be made 
against the proposition to allow new light- 
ing companies to erect poles and wires. It 
does not occur to anybody that thatis the 
real ground of the objection to the proposi- 
tion by the Aldermen. Nobody supposes 
that the Aldermen object to the creation of 
nuisances if they are shown that they per- 
sonally or their factions will be benefited 
atthe public expense. If responsible bid- 
ders offer to do the electric lighting for the 
city at considerably less cost than it is done 
now, they shonld have an opportunity to 
do so, even though Alderman DOWLING car- 
ries out his awful threat of resigning. If 
the Aldermen defeat this piece of municipal 
economy their motives should be made the 
subject of inquiry by the Grand Jury. 

It is not often that SULLIVAN, the pugi- 
list, appears in a court of law except to 
answer to a charge of blacking the eyes of 
his wife in a drunken fury, but for once he 
has assumed the réle of acomplainant. He 
deems that his rights have been infringed 
by the refusal of the Mayor of Rochester to 
grant a license for his demoralizing exhibi- 
tion, and yesterday his counsel applied to 
County Judge WERNER for an injunction 
restraining the Mayor from interfering 
with his show. The injunction was denied, 
and SULLIVAN went away threatening to 

return and renew his struggle for recogni- 
tion as a reputable showman. Now that 
the court has joined the municipal authori- 
ties in a determination to stamp out the 
kind of “entertainment” which this cham- 
pion bruiser gives there is good reason to 
hope that the end of his public career is not 
far off.

THE PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE READY 
TO ADJOURN. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., May 18,—The Legis- 
lature is to-night finishing up its work, and will 
adjourn sine die at noon to-morrow. The Con- 
gressional Apportionment and Wholesale Liquor 
License bills were the most important bills 
passed to-day. The Congressional Apportion- 
ment bill makes 19 Republican, 7 Democratic, 
and 2 doubtful districts, which are constituted 
as follows: First, Second, Third, Fourth, and 
Fifth, Philadelphia, four Republican and one 
Democratic, (Randall’s;) Sixth, Chester and 


Delaware, Republican; Seventh, Bucks and 
Montgomery, doubtful; Eighth, Northampion, 
Monroe, Pike, and Carbon, Democratic; Ninth, 
Berks and Lehigh, Democratic; Tenth, Lanecas- 
ter, Republican; Eleventh, Lackawanna 
se pe ae Twe Luzerne, Demoratic;

NEW-YORKERS WOULD LIKE TO HEAR 
FROM MR. WILLIAMS, OF ATLANTA, 


Nearly two weeks ago it was announced 
in the press of the country that Georgs W. Will- 
iams, of Atlanta, Ga., had paid a debtof honor 
amounting to $648,000 to Daniel Hand, of New- 
Haven, Conn. It appears that when the civil 
war broke out Mr. Hand, who possessed a flour- 
ishing grocery business in the South, concluded 
to go North and placed his business in the hands 
of his bookkeeper. The business was worth at 
the time about $400,000. Mr. Hand never heard 


anything more about it, according to report, 
until about six years ago, when he instructed 
his lawyer to investigate the affair and discover 
if there were any remains. The lawyer com- 
municated with the former bookkeeper and the 
latter, George W. Williams, acknowledged the 
debt and said he was willing to settle itif he 
were given time to arrange matters. He was 
given time and he paid Mr. Hand the sum of 
$648,000. This payment was characterized as 
the settlement of a debt of honor. 

There are some people in New-York who are 
curious to know if Mr. Williams intends to settle 
ether debts which they consider just as binding 
as the alleged debt of honor. Mr. Williams was

B. Johnson, of Utica, Thomas C. Platt, and 
James R. Haskell, and naming, as the other 
Trustees, Alonzo B. Cornell, Levi P. Morton, and 
John F. Smyth. 

In declining to take much interest in the manu- 
facture of weapons designed primarily to pene- 
trate the vaults of the Federal Treasury, Mr. 
Cornell evinced pecuniary wisdom; for, the 
venture having been based upon the assumption 
that Blaine would be elected President, it col- 
lapsed with the defeat of that bosom friend of 
Tom Platt. 

When we note that all the managing Trustees 
(except Haskell, the inventor of the gun, and 
Young, his son-in-law,) were prominent Repub- 
lican politicians, it may stand the national au- 
thorities in hand to see that the State receives 
no harm from that organization; and the people 
will do well to prevent any of its Trustees from 
being given official] positions. 

John F. Smyth, of Albany, another incorpora- 
tor, overcome by Platt’s eloquence so far as to 
stock himself largely with these Gun Company 
shares and to accept the Chairmanship of Platt’s 
State Committee during the —- of 1882, 
has been reduced to poverty and was sold out 
under the auctioneer’s hammer a few weeks ago.

Conkling paid every dollar, although Johnson's 
estate has netted its creditors less than 12 per 
cent. These facts are matters of record at the 
Surrogate’s office in Utica. 

Levi P. Morton’s Josses because of his connec- 
tion with Platt, although not known, must have 
been very large, not only upon the gun stock, 
butin matters connected with Platt’s political 
achemes. Morton’s two unsuccessful Senatorial 
campaigns of January, 1885, and January, 1887, 
cost him a moderate fortune.

In the trial of the yalidity of the will of 
John Anderson, who made about $8,000,000 
manufacturing and selling ‘‘Solace” chewing to- 
bacco, Mrs. Mary Maud Watson, the grand- 
daughter, who is trying to “ break” the willin 
order that she may get one-fifth of the estate in- 
stead of the income from $20,000 for life which 


Mr. Anderson bequeathed her, was upon the 
stand nearly the whole of yesterday. 

She testified that she was induced to assent to 
the probate of the will by representations which 
William Girod, the counsel of her uncle, John 
Charles Anderson, made to her and her father, 
Walter 8. Carr,in the Grand Union Hotel, Jan. 
10,1883, when they were in this city to bury her 
mother. ‘She said that Mr. Girod told them that 
the service of citations to attend the offering of 
the will for probate, which he then made upon 
them, was a mere formality; that she would be 
well taken care of by her uncle, and need have 
no fears for the future. Thereupon her father 
destroyed the citations. Mrs. Watson says that 
she was so young—only 17—that she did not un- 
derstand her legal position; that she had pre- 
viously received a check for $500 from her 
uncle, and that afterward she received two more 
five-hundred-dollar checks from him; then she 
refused to recelve any more, as her eyes had 
been opened to the wrong which had been done 
her. She says she understood through Mr. 
Girod that her uncle was going to give her 
$100,000. 

The last hour of yesterday’s session was occu- 
pied by ex-Judge Arnoux in delineating the line 
ot defense. He described Johu Anderson as a 
hard-headed and sagacious business man, and 
saidthat he was absolutely without delusions 
and was not a Spiritualist. The reason he left 
Mrs. Watson no larger sum in his will was that 
he hardly knew that she existed. Her mother, 
Mrs. Carr, bitterly offended Mr. Anderson by her 
marriage, and he had held no communication 
with her for years. He felt that he had done 
enough for her daughter when he left her a 
thousand dollars a year. 

To-day the testimony for the defense will go 
on in regard to John Anderson’s mental condi- 
tion during the last years of his life.

OBITUARY NOTES. 
Zebulon C. Inslee, a resident of Sing Sing for 
the past 20 years, died early yesterday morning.

He was attached to the Museum of Natural History 
and made nervons diseases a study. In 1867 he was 
appointed Professor of Pathologic Anatomy at the 
Faculté de Médecine, and his lectures from this chair 
created something of a sensation, bringing on him 
the charge of teaching materialism and atheism. 
Dr. Vulpian was elected a member of the Acauemy 
of Sciences in 1876. He published a number of 
medical works, the two best known being “ The 
Physiology of the Nervous System” and “ Diseases 
of the Nervous System.” 

Robert M. Weed, of 96 Lexington-avenue, died 
after along illness, of consumption and general de. 
bility, Tuesday. He was born at Stamford, Conn., 
in 1824. Hecame to this city over 30 years ago, 
and engaged in the tobacco and cotton trade, with 
which he was identified up to the time of his death.

NEW PLANS FOR THE BROOK- 
LYN BRIDGE TERMINUS. 
THE SCHEME REJECTED IN 1881 As IN- 
CONVENIENT AND DANGEROUS NOW 

ADOPTED WITHOUT DEBATE. 

The Brooklyn Bridge Trustees met yester- |

day to consider plans for the alteration and im- 


provement of the New-York terminus of the 
bridge. They were in session just 40 minutes, 
and adopted a scheme designed to radically 
change the New-York terminus, promenade, plat- 
forms, and cable system, and entirely do away 
with engines. Mayor Hewitt was not present. 
President Howell, in calling the meeting to 
order, said it was only fair to say that the board 
last Winter presented a bill to the Legislature 
giving the Trustees authority to extend the | 
bridge 50 teet beyond its present terminus on 
the New-York end, but Mayor Hewitt opposed 
the idea and suggested that the utmost capacity 
of the present terminus be developed before any 
extension was attempted. At the same time 
Trustees Clarke and MacDonald, who are civil 
engineers, were instructed to prepare plans for 
the development of all the resources of the space 
now at their command. This had been done, 


‘with the assistance of Charles E. Emery, a civil 
engineer, of this city. After this introduction, 
Mr. MacDonald yf pragn eg the report. 

The plan provides that the promenade shall be 
continued from the stairway at the New-York 
anchorage by an iron trestle about 15 feet above 
the level of the cable road, through the centre 
of the bridge house, to a platform from which 
the street can be reached by a double stair- 
case. The promenade entrance will be about 36 
feet above the street, and about level with the 
top of the elevated railroad station. The pres- 
ent entrance to the promenade will have a 
broad stairway leading to a platform between 
the tracks, 19 feet wide and about 350 feet long, 
for the use of outgoing passengers. ‘he parallel 
of the tracks inside the bridge house will be 
continued only to the eastern side of Park-row, 
and the tracks across the street are to be re- 
moved to supply platform and stairway room. 

The plan contemplates doing away with 
switch engines entirely by putting in duplicate 
tracks and duplicate cables, one set of which 
will turn off from the north to the south track 
about 600 feet east of the end of the road. Every 
alternate train will be run upon this track, and 
discharges its passengers upon the outside plat- 
form on the south side of the station. Trains on 
the other track are to run directly into the sta- 
tion as at present, and discharge their passen- 
gers upon the outside platform on the north 
side; both trains loading from the centre piat- 
form, that on the south track will proceed di- 
rectly across the bridge, while the other will 
cross to the south side by its own cable east of 
the station. By this scheme only one set of 
switches will be required. 

After listening to Trustee MacDonald's ex- 
= of the proposed changes, Trustee 

eeney moved thatthe new work and altera- 
tions proposed in the report be referred to 
Messrs. Howell, Clarke, and MacDonald, with 
power to immediately proceed with the execu- 
tion of the scheme. This was unanimously 
agreed to without debate or further inquiry into 
the report, Then Mr. MacDonald stated that as 
the plans had been prepared by Mr. Emery, and 
were not complete, they desired leave to employ 
Mr. Emery as consulting engineer. The board 
authorized the committee to employ Mr. Emery 
to assist in elaborating the plans and preparing 
working specifications, all of which are to be 
submitied to Bridge Engineer Martin, under 
whose supervision the work is to be done. 

All but the duplicate tracks and cables part 
ofthis plan was submitted tothe board by F. 
Collingwood, a civil engineer, in 1881, and re- 
jected. Mr. Collingwood designed and superin- 
tended the construction of the New-York sta- 
tion of the bridge. His plan contemplated the 
elevated promenade, the switching east of the 
station, and the central and outside platforms 
for passengers. It was rejected because of ap- 
parent inconvenience and danger. 

A prominent civil engineer to whom the plans 
adopted were explained yesterday said: “ These 
plans are merely superficial, and little can be 
determined from them except that mechanical 
difficulties lie in the way of their perfection that 
seom to me almost insurmountable. They may 
not be. Perhaps Mr. Emery has discovered a 
new method of overcoming them. But I am in- 
clined to the opinion just now that they have 
been only partially considered, and before he 
gets very far into the details and working speci- 
fications he will run up against difficulties not 
yet apparent to him and that he cannot over- 
come.” Bridge Engineer Martin declined to ex- 
press an opinion upon the new scheme.

THE MOBILE NAVAL COMBAT. 


SETTLING A DISPUTED POINT AS TO 
ADMIRAL FARRAGUT’S POSITION. 
KinGston, N. Y¥., May 18.—Whether or 
not Admiral Farragut was lashed to the rigging 
of the good ship Hartford in the great naval 
combat in Mobile Bay during the civil war is 
still a mooted point among certain historians | 
and officers of the navy who are yet alivo. H. D. 
Baldwin, of this city, was a master’s mate on 
the Port Royal, which took partin the engage- 
ment. Martin Freeman was Admiral Farragut’s 
pilot. From Mr. Freeman Mr. Baldwin has re- 
ceived a letter containing facts of much inter- 
éstin connection with this which have never 
been published. Mr. Freeman writes this letter 


to correct some misapprehensions about the 
lashing to the rigging story. Mr. Freeman for 

ears bas been keeper of Horn Island Light- 

ouse, Pre ys Bound. Capt. C. M. Schoon- 
maker, of the United States Navy—now on a 
leave of absence with his family in this city— 
and who for a time was Inspector of Lighthouses 
in the Eighth District, with headquarters at 
New-Orleans, and who was executive officer of 
the Union monitor Manhattan on the day of the 
battle, vouches to THE TIMES’s correspondent as 
to the truthfulness of Martin Freeman and also 
as to the correctness of the facts set forth by 
him in the following letter to Mr. Baldwin: 


MY DEAR Sik: I wish to atate all I know abont the 
battle in Mobile Bay on the 5th of August, 1864. 
This is tp correct some misapprehensions. Admiral 
Farragut was not lashed in the axaing of the Hart- 
ford. It was proposed by Fleet Captain P. Drayton 
that the Admiral and myself should be lashed in the 
rigging. I said to the Admiral that it would be a 
dangerous position, and the Admiral desired to go 
where I would be near him. I told him to come 
along with ine to the maintop of the ship. I went in 
the to and told the Admiral to stop ip 
the futtock shrouds under the top on the 
port side, so he could tell me and give 
me orders what to do. When we _ reached 
Fort Morgan the four ironclads were inside of us. 
The Tecumsch was blown up _ by a torpedo, and the 
Brooklyn stopped and backed—her torpedo catcher 
was knocked away. The Admiral wanted to know 
which ironclad was blown up. I told him the 
Tecumseh. At that time the Brooklyn was 156 or 20 
yards from us, and some man hailed her to get out 
of the ey. A gun was fired from the Hartford 
into the Brooklyn's port bow. It was inquired who 
fired the gun, but it was not found out. The 
Hartford went ahead and got clear of the 
Brooklyn. The Admiral then told me _ to 
stop the ship—he would send another 
broadside into the water battery. When that was 
done he told me to go ahead. I asked him about the 
torpedoes. Ho told me to pick my way and go into 
the bay or blow up, so I started the ship ahead. The 
Confederate fleet was under bee across the chan- 
nel. When we passed the line of torpedoes the Con- 
federate ram Tennessee made for us under full head 
of steam, but I had made arrangements with the 
chief engineer to open and give us plenty of steam 
when I struck four times four bells, so we started on 
full power, and the ram Tennessee missed the Hart- 
ford by about five or six fathoms. During this time 
the threes Confederate gunboats were raking our 
shipand our forward pivot gun was disabled. Our 
consort, the Metacomet, was set on fire alongside of 
us. The fire was extinguished and we came on top 
of the Confederate gunboat Gaines. She sheare 
alongside and the Hartford fired a broadside mto 
her, when she ran toward Fort Morgan, grounded, 
and was destroyed. The Metacomet was then cut 
loose from the Hartford and the Port Royal from 
the Richmond, and these vessels gave chase to the 
Selma, but the Confederate gunboat Morgan escaped 
and took refuge under tho guns of the fort. It was 
so smoky that we could not see far. 

The twochasing vessels went off to the eastern 
shore of the bay, and we could neither see them nor 
the fleet. I turned the Harttord’s head to the south- 
wardand stopped the engines. I went to the Ad- 
miral and Fleet Captain Drayton to congratulate 
them on our victory thus far in Mobile Bay. The 
thanked me kindly for the service I had eadered. 
The Captain desired very much to know where the 
fleet was. I told him to look ahead to the southward 
and he would soon see some of the ships. By this time 
the Selma had been overtaken on the east shore 
of the bay by the two pursuing ships, struck 
her flag and surrendered. The smoke then cleared 
away, and we saw the fleet coming up the channel. 
We anchored, and the fleet also anchored southeast 
of the Hartford. Soon after the Confederate ram 
Tennessee came up the bay after us. Admiral Far- 
ragut gave orders to ram her. The Monongahela 
was the first ship that struck her, then came the 
Lackawanna, but theram shaped her course direct 
for the Hartford. We gotour anchor up, and were 
golng for the Tennessee, when the Admiral told me 

6 would manage the ship himself and fight the ram. 
When the two vessels came together the Ten- 
nessee struck our port bow anchor, and’ glanced 
off when she was right flongside. I stood in 
the main rigging when the order was given to fire a 
broadside. The 9-inch solid shot struck her, and 
bounded off like rubber balls. I saw them above my 
head when they rebounded back. We then lost our 
enemy in the smoke. The Admiral told me to find 
the Elephant. I started the ship ahead with star- 
board helm, when we made a round turn, and the 
Lackawanna came down under full head of ateam 
and ran into the Hartford on the starboard 
side, between the main and mizzen rigging, and 
cut us down eight planks to the water's 
edges and capsized two 9-inch guns. She 
backed clear from us and would have started ahead, 
but the 1ronclad Manhattan was engaged with the 
Tennessee a short distance to the southward. The 
ram’s smokestack was gone. The Manhattan had 
disabled her with a 15-inch gun and wounded Ad- 
miral Buchanan and several of his men. We saw 
there was a white flag flying from the pilot hoase of 

the ram. The Admiral g2vo orders to board her, but 

the Manhattan had no boat. The Seminole had a 

boat in readiness, and an officer from that vessel 

proceeded tothe ram and received the surrender, 
and conveyed the same to Admiral Farragut. I am,

CLAIMING AN ALIBI. 


GREENWALL SWEARS HE DID NOT 
SHOOT LYMAN 8S. WEEKS. 

John Greenwall, on trial for the murder 
of Lyman 8. Weeks, was & little less cheerful in 
the Brooklyn Court of Sessions yesterday. He 
6miled less, and he listened more anxiously to 
the testimony. The court room was again 
crowded. Stephen W. Dixon, a conductor on the 
Ralph-avenue line of cars, identified Greenwall 
as one of two men who at 12 0’clock on the night 
of March 15 boarded his car. Miller was 
brought from his cell and identified as the other. 
Other witnesses were called for the prosecution, 
which then rested. Lawyer Edward McCall,who 
opened for the defense, said he intended to prove 
an alibi for Greenwall. 

Charles Miller, alias *‘Butch” Miller, alias 
John Steigle, testified that he was in Brooklyn 
on March 15 With Krauss. “Krauss,” said 
Miller, “said he would show me some houses 
in which we could make something, and he did 


show them to me. There was a lot near one of 
the houses, but I don’t know what street it was 
on. Krauss also showed me a shoe store which 
he said he had robbed and could rob again. I 
told him I didn’t want to rob the houses. He 
showed me a revolver, and said, ‘ You needn’t 
be afraid as long as I have gotthis. I don’t care 
whether we kill anybody to-night or not. I have 
been a soldier all over the world, and am not 
afraid to kill.” I ran away from him. I was 
afraid.’ He was drunk. I went to a saloon near 
the house, (Mr. Weeks’s'house,) and at about 12 
o’clock he came there and asgked me why I had 
runaway. Then we returned to New-York to 
gether.” 

Frederick Christian, who is awaiting trial for 
burglary, was the next witness. ‘“‘I heard 
Krauss dreaming one night,” be said. “ He was 
talking about shooting all the time in his sleep.

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PICKING OUT THE JURORS | 


THE BOX TWICE FILLED IN 
THE SHARP TRIAL. 

ONE, OF THE JURYMEN DISPLACED BY 
THE PROSECUTION’S CHALLENGE AND 
HIS PLACE QUICKLY FILLED. 

“The grocers Rave got it down very fine,” 
remarked, confidentially, the stenographer for 
the defense in the Sharp case yesterday after- 
noon. The stenographer for the defense is given 
to epigrammatic confidences when anything oc- 
curstohim. His remark referred to the fact that a 
large majority of the panels thus far drawn con- 
sist of retail grocers and saloon keepers, and the 
further fact that any man who wishes to escape 
jury duty has little difficulty in doing so and 
needs strain his conscience not at all. 

The eighth juror was soon obtained. His name 
is Isaac Wiener. He is a young Jew in the 
house furnishing trade at 211 Delancey-street. 
He had no opinion, no prejudice, had not read 
the papers, had no information, knew nothing 
about the case, never had expressed an opinion, 
never had spoken about the case, never had 
been spoken to, was mentally, as. far as interest 
in or knowledge of the case was concerned, a 
total blank. He was accepted. 

Frederick A. Ringler is an electrotyper at 21 
Barclay-street. He is a tall, fine-looking Ger- 


man about 38 years old. He had no fixed opin- 
ion concerning the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendant. He knew of nothing to prevent his 
trying him fairly. He was accepted. 

As the examination went on Mr. Nelson made 
an objection, often made by him hefore, 
concerning the asking of the question 
whether or not the candidate for the jury box 
had believed the testimony of the State’s- 
evidence Aldermen on former trials.

He was 
without prejudice against Sharp. He had no 
prejudice against informers as witnesses, but 
would be governed by circumstances in accord- 
ing them credibility. He assured the defense 
that he was able toand would give Mr. Sharp 
the benefit of every reasonable doubt. 

Samuel Palmer, grocer at 56 Bowery, was the 
next man chosen. He is an elderly man, and 
had no prejudices or any vested mental habit 
which disqualified him from acting in the case. 
He made No. 11. 

Mr. Sharp brightened up unusually at this 
point and smiled. Mr. Sharp has the peculiar, 
carefully measured and slowly-gathering smile 
of the once-lost salamander. When Mr. Shar 
smiles his lips do not change their position, an 
his mouth alters not at all, But he fixes the lit- 
tle wrinkles around his eyes in an airy and be- 
nevolent way that is very interesting to observe, 
considering that it does not seem to be painful. 

Thomas C. Phillips, late a merchant in the 
West Indies trade, at 37 Old-slip, was quick and 
straightforward. He was born in this city, he 
said; had lived here 14 years; been absent for 19 
years, and returned two years ago.

A MATE CHARGED WITH MURDER. 
The ship Robert L. Belknap sailed from 
San Francisco for Liverpool Nov. 18,1886. Two 
of the sailors, H. Frederick and James Peterson, 
never got to Liverpool. Frederick was seen on 
board the night of the day the ship sailed and 


then disappeared. No one apparently knows 
how, when, or where he departed. Peterson 
died and was buried atsea. The manner of his 
death is a mystery. Peterson was not a favorite 
with some of the crew, and from the outaet of 
the voyage was kicked and knocked around like 
a football by Mate A. M. Rich and “ Ned” Koh- 
ler, of the crew. 

Proceedings against Rich were started when 
the Belknap reached Liverpool this Spring. The 
United States Consul, Charles T. Russell, ex- 
amined the crew April 16 and sent on their dep- 
osition to District Attorney Walker. Rich was 
permitted to sailon the Belknap for New-York 
and upon her arrival yesterday was arrested by 
Deputy Marshal Holmes. _He was held in 
$5,000 bail by Commissioner Shields. 

Carl Eisenger, one of the seamen, swore before 
Consul Russell that after the ship had got out 
on the high seas Mate Rich frequently kicked 
and struck Peterson. One night the mate 
knocked Peterson senseless with a belaying pin 
and kickeu him while he was lying on the deck. 
Peterson was carried below stiff and sensless 
and it took two men to put him in his bunk. 
Three hours later Peterson died. 

John Cairn, another sailor, testified that 
others also ill used Peterson. Ned Kohler starved 
him by not giving bim sufficient food. Other 
sailors gave similar testimony.

THE COITY’S LOSS. 

The General Term of the Superior Court 
handed down some important decisions yester- 
day. They set aside the verdict of $10,594 65 
and costs which William J. Reilly got against 
the city upon his contract to grade One Hundred 
and Highty-fifth-street from Tenth-avenue to the 


King’s Bridge Road. They also reverse the de- 
cision of Judge Van Vorst granting the city 
new trialsin the suits of John and Bernard 
Brady against the city, in which they recovered 
about $60,000 on the contract of John Brady to 
grade Ninety-fifth-street, between Tenth- 
avenue and the Riverside Drive. The Reilly 
and Brady contracts were awarded while 
Hubert O. Thompson was Commissioner 
of Public Works. Brady offered to make 
rock excavation at only 4 of a cent a cubic 
yard and earth excavation at $8 a cubic yard, 
the former being absurdly low and the latter 
absurdly high. It turned out that—contrary to 
the published preliminary estimates on which 
the bids were supposed to be based—there was 
very little rock to excavate and a great deal of 
earth. Thecity protested, and after Le had got 
two judgments against it, went to work, in- 
vestigated the transaction and succeeded in 
getting Judge Van Vorst to set aside the judg- 
ments. The General Term says that the new 
testimony, upon which Judge Van Vorst set the 
judgments aside, would be inadmissible in a

The Anti-Poverty Society met last night 
at the Cooper Union, with the Rev. Dr. McGlynn 
in the chair. The hall was a little more than 
half filled, and women were in the majority. 
The entrance of Dr. McGlynn was the signal for 
tremendous applause, which on this occasion, 
however, did not seem to please that gentleman. 
He advanced to the front of the platform. “It 
is just as well to understand from the outset,” 
he said, “that this is a business meeting, and 
though we want all the enthusiasm that we can 


get, when we get to business it is as well to wg A 
press it just as we suppress steam to convert it 
into action.” 

The constitution and by-laws of the Anti- 
Poverty Society were then read and accepted. 
The object of the society was to spread by law- 
ful means “ the knowledgo of the truth that God 
has made ample provision for the needs of all 
men during their residence on earth,” and that 
involuntary poverty was the result of the human 
race that allowed individuals to possess what 
God had provided for all.

IN MEMORY OF AOTORS. 
THE MONUMENT TO BE UNVEILED AT 


EVERGREENS CEMETERY. 

The dedication of the monument which 
has been raised in Evergreens Cemetery by the 
Actors’ Fund of America to the memory of those 
whose bodies repose in the Actors’ Fund Plot in 
that cemetery will take place on June 6. The 
exercises will consist of a prayer bythe Rev. Dr. 
Houghton, of “the Little Church Around the 
Corner;” an address by Mr. A. M. Palmer, Pres- 
ident of the fund; a poem composed and deliv- 
ered by William Winter, and an oration by Ed- 


win Booth. An ode composed by George Edgar 
Montgomery will be sung, under the direction of 
Jesse Williams, by the combined choral forces of 
the opera comique companies now in this city. 
The instrumental music will be furnished by 
Cappa’s Seventh Regiment Band. Invitations 
to attend the ceremonies will be sent to the 
various lodges of Elks throughout the country 
and also to the profession generally. 

The monument is composed of Clark’s Island 
granite, and consists of a plain shaft resting on 
an upper and lower base. The lower base fs 8 
feet square and thé total height 45 feet. The in- 
scription “A. F. of A.” is cut upon the base in 
raised letters, On the front of the base is the 
inscription: 


“‘In loving and reverent memory of many votaries 
of the stage, whose ashes are buried near it, this 
monument was Fy here by the Actors’ Fund of 
America, June, 1887.” 

Below this inscription is the following quota- 
tion from Julius Cesar: 


“ The benediction of these covering heavens 
Fall on their heads like dew.”

Winter.

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THE SALAMANDER FOUND.
